His Maj-(ty commends the Wiſedome, and diſcretion of

 Lawesz Thar whilſt che Proteſtant Religion is ſpoken of and 
pretended, the memory of the blefled Reformcrs is ſlighted 
and vilified, and the preſcnt eminent Profcſlors of it {whoſe 
learning and vertue can only ſtand in the gap againſt the Pa- 
piſts,and other adverſaries rot) are diſregarded, ſcorned and 
cenſured; And hill difcover the great abſence of Charity, 
Modeſty and humility in the chief taRtors for a Refor mari- 
on; If no Propoſitions ſhall be madeto His Majz(ty, or ſuch 
as His Majeſty for His owne Honour and Safety, and for the 


ſecurity and Peace of His Subjects,muſt nor, cannor coi-fent 
to. His Maieſty honesgrhar rhe Peririoncr. and all Hic Sh. 
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jects of Eſſex will looke upon the preſſures themſelves un- 
dergoe,as procceding from the ſame Perſons who endeayour 
to oppreſle His Majeſty, and will with ſome indignation re-
